Wasntwerox, D. C., Oct. 2%.—There was 
the usuai lack of a quorum in the Senate 
when that body met this morning at 11 
o’clock, but forthe firsttime for a month 
there was no call or suspension of proceed- 
ingsto awaitthe attendange -of the neces- 
gary forty-three members. There was no- 
ticeable among those in their seats a general 
air ot relief that the long silver struggle was 
approaching an end. Even the silver men 
looked brighter and in better spirits than for 
several weeks. 

Some doubts are expressed as to whether 
the final vote upon the repeal bill will be 
reached so early as the managers of the bill 
thought possible last night. The exact time 
at which this vote will be taken will depend 
not entirely upon the length of the prepared 
speeches, but partially upon the time con- 

\ sumed in considering the amendments. 

Investigation reveals the fact that more of 
these will be offered than had at first been 
supposed, and the result of the inquiries ia- 

, @icate that there will be considerable speech - 
making upon several of these. Probably 
most of these speeches will be confined to 
Ave minutes in length, but even if the five 
minute rule is gdopted the Umit is Mable at 
any time to of reat overstepped, as it is 
under such Aircumstances that the much 
vaunted courtesy of the Senate asserts it- 
self in the extension of time to those who 
Gesire to occupy more.

SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 


‘What Is Being Done While the Oountry 
Waits for a Vote. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Oct. %.—Upon the 
Senate resuming its session this morning Mr, 
Peffer (Pop.) of Kansas offered a resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee on Ju- 
dietary, reciting the fact that a differ- 
ence of opinion exists as to the 
legal effect of the repeal of a part 
of the act of Feb. 28, 1878, dy the 
passage of the act of July 14, 1890, some per- 
sons maintaining that the free and unlimited 
coinage of the silver dollar at the ratio of 16 
to 1 is still the law of the land. It therefore 


directs the Committee on the Jadiciary to in - 
vestigate and report on the question at its 
earliest convenience. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep. ) of Ohio, from the Com - 
mittee on Foreign lations, reported the 
following House joint resolution: 

Resolved, That it ts the sense of Congress that 
the acknowledgements of the government and peo- 

le of the Uaited States de tenderea to the various 
oreign governments of the world that have so gen- 
erousiy and effectively co-operated in the quadro- 
centennial exposition held in Chieago in eom- 
memoration of the discovery of America by Chr s- 
topher Columbus. 
esolved, Thatecertified cepy of the foregoing 
resolution be prepared in suitable form by the Sec- 
retary of State of the United states and forwarded 
through the-customary diplomatic chaanels to the 
respective foreiga cgovermments. 

Mr. Sherman asked for the immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution, asthe Exposi- 
tion was about fo close. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep.) of Massachusetts regarded 
the resolution as an exceedingly awkward 
and imperfect metho@ of dealing with the 
question. The mode of tendering the thanks 
of the United States was by a sortof circu-

ned in precise form what was desired. 

The resolution was laid aside until 12:25 
o’clock, when it was again taken up. 

Mr. Hoar offered an amendment,as follows:

that hat perticipated in said axposition the ac- 
knowldgement for its coatribution. 

The amendment was agreed to and the 
joint resolution passed as amended. 

The consideration of the bill to repeal the 

rehasing clause of the Sherman act was 
aken op and Mr. Stewart of Nevada, who 
was entitled to the floor, ylelded to Mr. — 
— of Alabama, who proceeded to ad- 

ress the Senate against the bill. 

Referring tothe recent compromise, Mr. 
Pugh said the Democratic Senators had 
united in the spirit ofcompromise and con- 
cession and selected an equal number of 
Senators from those (friendly to un- 
conditional repeal and those 

osed to it and with the full kKnowl- 
edge of President Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle that such effort was belng made to 
bring Democratic Senators rat upon 
some common ground that could be enacted 
intolaw. They accomplished that laudable 
undertaking so far as to agree upon a 
compromise that secured the signatures of 
every Democratic Senator but six. The fact 
was not consi lered doubtful that forty-three 
Democratic Senators would have sanctioned 
the compromise had not President Cleveland 
interposed objection and demanded uncondi- 
tional repeal at all hazards. 

Mr. Pugh was now satisfied that all effort 
at compromise had failed solely on account 
of President Cleveland and his Secretary of 
the Treasury. He was satisfied that he 
could not get a sufficient number of Senators 
to join bim in filbustering practices and he 
was forced to record his vote against this 
diabolical measure and appeal to the people 
to organize their forces for the great battle 
of the future. 

Mr. Pugh said he was willing, if he had 
sufficient support, to resort to any and all 
means to defeat the bill. He was proud to be 
called a filibuster in defeating aconspiracy, 
equal in the ruinous consequences of 
its to war, pestilence and 

He would rather be 

filibuster by the conspira- 
tors and lickspitties of the = Kings than 
to be called a traitor or faithless representa- 
tive by the State and people who honored 
him with their trust and confidence. As for 
himself, he would do bis duty as a Senator as 
he understood it and leave consequences to 
God and to his country. 

Mr. Stewart then resumed his speech. He 
spoke of the gold combination as having 
aventeinthe Capitol to dictate legislation 
and as having elected a President determined 
to carry out their policy. The President was 
now in the saddle and Congress was helpless. 
The time might come when the haughty ty- 
rants would meet a rebuke from the people.

The President of the Senate Objects to 
Partition’s Absence. 


DE CASSAGNAC GIVES UTTERANCE TO 
SOME PECULIAR WORDs. 


How the Germans Regard the Affair Be- 
tween France and Russia—Fetes at 
Lyons To-Day in Honor of the Bail- 
ora — Decorations, Enthusiasm and 
Presents to the Visitors From the Peo- 
ple of the Silk City. 


Pakts, Oct. 25.—The municipality of Paris, 
in order to mark their appreciation of the 


‘visit of the Russian sailors to the capital of 


France, propose to erect a statue in honor 
of Russia near the Arc de Triomphe. 

An incident which occurred at the Grand 
Opera- nouse last nigut is being considerably 
discussed on all sides to-day. It appears 
that M. Challemel-Lacour, President of the 
Senate, finding that the Senate box was not 
divided from that of the President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, M. Etienne, expressed 
astonishment and some indignation at this 
fact and eventually withdrew with his feath- 
ers Very much ruled. The matter may lead 
to an angry encounter between the President 
of the Senate and the President of the Cham- 
der of Deputies. 

It is reported in this city that the Czar has 
determined to pay a visit to Paris next 
spring, the visit being timed so as to coin- 
cide with the grand naval réview which is 
planned to take place at the early part of 
next year, in the presence of Emperor Will- 
lam of Germany and King Humbert of Italy 
at Genoa, 

The Russian naval officers who have been 
visiting this city have sent the following 
communication to the newspapers of France: 


Upon leaving Paris Admiral Avellan and dis off- 
cersare deeply moved at the reception accorded 
them in the capital. and offer to the population 
theit most sincere expression of gratitude. What 
they have seen and heard will remain graven in the 
depths of their hearts, and will be faithfully trans- 
mitted to the friends of France in Russia. 

It would bave pleased us to respond to the num- 
berless tokens of sympathy received during our 
stay in Paris, but the time has faile@ us, and we beg 
all Paris and the whole of France to accept our fra- 
ternal friendship and most sincere gratitude, and 
we send forth tothe French all the best wishes of 
our hearts.

This, 
says the Kreuz Zeitung, has been the burden of 
the Russian song during the five intervening 
decades, though it has been reluctantly 
hushed at the bidding ofthe Czar. o Key- 
note of the Alexander III. licy was to con- 
quer nihilism by nationalism. Borko’s at- 
tempt finally led to the compact between the 
crown andthe people. The Czar’s visits to 
the French vessels at Copenhagen were the 
final capitulations of the Russian Emperor 
to popular opinion. Russia was slidin 
down an incline and the Government instea 
of holding the reins as it imagines it does, 
is already carriedaway ina fit of wild in- 
toxication towards the fatal precipice. 


THE FETES AT LYONS, 

Lrows, Oct. 2%.—Over 200,000 persons, in 
addition to the regular population of this 
city and neighborhood, are crowding the 
streets of Lyons to-day in order to witness 
the fetes prepared in honor of the Russian 
sailors who are expected to stop here on 
their way back to Touloh. The city is a 
mass of decoration and the municipality 
has expended large sums of money in mak- 
ing. such preparations for the reception of 
the Czar’s sallors as will do credit tothe 
ancient city they represent. 

Among the many presents awaiting the 
Russian officers here are twelve of the most 
exquisitely delicate silk dresses which were 
ever turned out from looms in this or any 
other country. These magnificent dresses 
are intended for presentation to the Czarina 
ahd Admiral Avellan when he arrives here, 
and will be presented to the Empress of Rus- 
sia with an expression of respectful sym- 
pathy from the citizens of Lyons. 

In addition the Russian visitors will be 

resented with quantities of French and 
— flags, all made of the very finest 
silk, and 2,500 silk handkerchiefs wiil, as a 
further mark of the appreciation of the peo- 

le of Lyons at the visit of the Czar’s sallors, 

e handed over to the Russian Admiral for 
distribution among the sailors of his

The Czar Is Interfering in the Peculiar 
Country’s Affairs. 


Vancouver, Britin Oolumbia, Oct. 25.—

Lively Row Over the New Germat 
Latheran Bethlehem Bains 


JOHN A. KRALLMAN, THE BELLRINGER, 
BADLY BEATEN BY THE BUILDERS, 


To Prevent the Building Committee From 
Getting Possession Weber & Sons 
Barricade the Doors and Stand On 
Guard Inside—Assault on the Bell- 
Ringer—Prosecution Instituted. 


The new German Latheran Bethiehem 
church at Twenty-first and Salisbury streets 
was the scene of a lively scrimmage last 
Saturday evening. The trouble was all pre- 
cipitated by the refusal of the Buliding Com- 
mittee to honor certain bills for extra 
work done by the building firm of Weber & 
Sons, who erected the church. When the 
Messrs. Weber sent in their bill for sundry 
work, not included in the contract, the com- 
mittee said they would not sign the vouchers 
unless the bills were itemized. When the 
builders refused to comply vith their 
reques® the committee sent them a 
communication advising them toagree to 
their terms or give up the keys and vacate 
the building by 6 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
Unless the keys were given up, the commit- 
tee said, they would break in the doors and 
take possession, The Webers imme- 
diately communicated with the po- 
lice and requested that a squad 
of patrolmen de detailed to protect 
their property, the church not having been 
paid for. Chjefof Police Harrigan notified 
Capt. Kiely of the Fourth District to have 
the fiecessary officers on hand, and the 
Webers, with a number of their men, 
proceeded to barricade themselves within

One of the things taught by the repeal 
victory in the Senate is, that the majori 
can have its way in any legislative assem- 
bly if it has the will, At no time during the 
long and dismal palaver was compromise 
an honorable way out of the difficulty, 
because no compromise was possible which 
did not involve matters of principle, and | 
because it is acowardly proceeding for a 
majority to surrender toa minority, es- 
pecially after the minority has been fairly 
beaten. 

Nevertheless, common sense demands 
some strengthening of the rules. The ma- 
jority can always win when it has the 
courage of its convictions, but the events 
of the past seven weeks show that many 
Senators are governed less by considera- 
tions of the public good than by those of 
the special interests which they may hap- 
pen to represent. When Senators are 
animated by such motives it is not wise to 
trust their patriotism or sense of pubfic 
duty. 

The loose code of rules now in force was 
framed on the assumption that the Senate 
was and always would be a body of men 
whose convictions sprang from a single- 
hearted devotion to duty. It was assumed 
that every Senator would talk and vote ac- 
cording to his ideas of what was really the 
best for the common interest of the whole 
country. The possibility that he might be 
biased by considerations of self-interest 
was never contemplated for it was taken 
as a matter of course that whenever his 
own interests were ifvolved in @ measure 
he would hold himself in honor bound to 
abstain from any act which might in- 
fluence in the smallest degree the action of 
the Senate. 

For one hundred years these rules worked 
well because the courtesy and fine sense of 
honor contemplated by their framers suf- 
ficed to restrain Senators and keep them 
within the bounds of common sense. True, 
many examples of obstruction may be 
cited, but never before was obstructiqn 
employed for any purpose but to. prevent 
hasty action, or what was so considered by 
the minority. It was never before em- 
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ployed for a revolutionary purpose, to de- 
feat the well known and, well considered

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THE REAL ISSUE. ) 

At the annual meeting of the Munielpa 
League of Philadelphia a few days ago Mr. 
Herbert Welsh declared that he had evi- 
dence amounting to moral proof that 
„the councils of Philadelphia, as a body, 
are open to the charge that they look for 
orders to certain eat corporations and 
not to their constituents; that they legis- 
late in the interests of these corporations 
as against the interests of their constitu- 
ents to the great detriment of the city.“ 

This statement might have been made 
much more comprehensive. There is 
scarcely a municipal assembly in the 
United States which does not number 
among its members men who are mere 
servants of corporations, pledged to 
obey all orders from their employers and 
totally indifferent to their duties as public 
servants. 

The presence in legislatures of corpora- 
tion attorneys as members has long been 
acknowledged. Of late years they have 
become so numerous and influential that 
no législation is possible without their 
consent. In Missouri the Legislature 
seems to be impotent whenever the peo- 
ple make a feeble protest against the ex- 
actions and tyranny of railway companies, 
the chief use of the State Assembly being, 
apparently, to enlarge the privileges of 
corporations and abridge the rights of the 
people. The Congress of the United States 
is also infested with these special agents, 
whose activity is growing more conspicu- 
ous and pernicious every year. The old 
theory that when a Senator or member of 
the House had a personal pecuniary inter- 
est in a pending measure he should re- 
frain trom the debate and retire from the 
chamber when the vote was called is never 
heard of now. If it were adopted many 
Senators would have to resign, for they 
are in politics only to further their own 
or their partners’ business interests. 

There is more danger to free institutions 
in this plutocratic influence than ever 
there was in the slave power of the South. 
Plutocracy employs the forms of Democracy 
to accomplish its ends. It wants no better 
instruments than those placed at its dis- 
posal by the people themselves. It is not 
sectional; it has no political opinions; the 
acquisition of wealth is its only purpose. It 
employs the best talent and most 
disciplined intellect and never stops short 
of its object. It is irresponsible and anti- 
social, everywhere present and every where 
ruinous. It is manifest wherever public 
values are given away to corporations 
holding natural monopolies and wherever 
Cabinet offices and diplomatic posts are 
sold at auction, Apparently it has control 
of both great political parties, or at least 
uses them freely whenever occasion offers. 

Here is the real issue presented the 
American people. It cannot be evaded or 
compromised, It must be settled either 
by the extinction of monopoly power or by 
the surrender of every blessing won with 
so much labor by the fighters and thinkers 


of the past.

Some of the witnesses who testified at the 
Goldsmith inquest yesterday omitted telling 
facts which may have an important bearing 
on clearing up the mystery concerning the 
man's death. They will be recalled to give 
further testimony to-morrow. 

Mrs. George Kraul of 1508 Papin street, 
who heard the shot fired on Saturday even- 
ing, now claims that her attention was at- 
tracted at the time by the presence ofa 
woman in the yard surrounding the house. 

Tom Harrington, who was Goldsmith’s 
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after he left Goldsmith at 2 o’clock 
on Saturday. afternoon, the last time 
he was seen alive. he went to Goldsmith’s 
house, and going through the empty house 
knocked on Goldsmith’s door, but received 


no answer. 
A man named C. L. Hicks called on the 


Coroner this morning and said that he 
watched the premises 1506 Papin street 
on Sunday evening, under instructions from 
Mrs. Goldsmith. In view of this fact Mrs. 
Goldsmith’s call upon the police to protect 
her house from destruction by dynamite 
seems inexplicable. 

A re-examination of these witnesses may 
develop something that will lead tue police 
toa solution of the mystery. 

Fred Hunter, the man who the police 
claim had an engagement to spend the night 
with Christopher Goldsmith last Saturday, 
will be at the inquest to-morrow morning. 
Hunter claims that the statement that he 
was to room with Goldsmith Saturday night 
is false, and saysthe last time he saw the 
dead man was Thursday afternoon, 

Hunter’s mother, who was the principal 
witnessin Mrs. Goldsmith's divorce case, 
when asked about the statement made by 
her son, sad: My boy is one of the best 
boys in the city, and he never slept away 
from this house in his life, except when he 
was in jail. 

„Thie whole thing came about by Mrs. 
Goldsmith's coming down here and 
wanting to get somebody to watch her 
property. A young man by the name of 
Hicks was to have gone up there and slept in 
the house while it was vacant. That is 
what she came down bere for. If you want 
to find out about Goldsmith see Mrs. 
Harrington. She can tell you. She saw 
him Saturday afternoon and he told her he 
was feeling blue. Tell her that you want to 
see John Lee; he saw Goldsmith Saturday 
and Goldsmith told him he was broke and 
didn’t have a cent in the world and was aw- 
ful blue. Mrs. Clark also knows he tried to 
coilect two month’s rent from her in advance 
to fight the divorce suit and because she 
wouldn't pay it and refused she moved out. 

Mrs. Harrington, who owns a handsome 
house on Papin street, near the house where 
the dead body of Goldsmith was found, when 
seen denied having seen Goldsmith Saturday 
afternoon. ‘‘I saw the man Saturday morn- 
int about 9o’clock. He was coming up the 
street and 1 was going down toward the 

Ibid him good morning and had no 
talk with him.“ 

When asked about Mr. Lee Mrs. Harring- 
ton pointed outa house across the strret, 
where Mr. Lee, who isa switchman in East 
St. Louls, boards.

INSANE -ASYLUM HEATING. 


Contractor Bosley’s Work Not Yet Com- 
pleted—His Excuse for the Delay. 


The west wing of the City Insane Asylum 
was to be heated by the new apparatus last 
night. At least Contractor Bosley said so. 
Superintendent Mueller said nothing at the 
time, but afterwards expressed a hope that 
the promise would be kept. 

A reporter of the Post- DisPaTcH found Dr. 
Mueller in his office yesterday afternoon and 
after introducing himself introduced his 


business. 
came out to see ifthe cold weather has 


found your heating apparatus completed, 
doctor?“ 

„It is not finished, though I have the con- 
tractor’s promise that we will not 
be compelled to shiver very much 
longer. In fact I have had the 
same sort of promise for a month.“ The 
doctor’s eyes wandered over the blue hills of 


the northwest where the smoky haze of In- 
dian summer was occasionally lifted by the 
zephyr from that direction, which had pre- 
valled all day. ; 

„The cottages are heated by the old sys- 
tem, said he, and are consequently 
comfortable but the old plant was 
removed from the main aes 
that they might work more conveniently an 
we have had no heat here at all.’’ 

Did you receive the blankets for which 
you made requisition?’’ the doctor was 
asked. 

**O, yes, I received them immediately. 
Recognizing that there was an emergency 
they did not delay them an hour.“ 

‘*What are the comparative merits of the 
system ofhkeating Mr. Bosley is putting in 
over that which was in service before?“ 

Well. in the first place the old system 
never gave satisfaction. The fans in the 
towers did not work properly and were dis- 
continued, and it must be remembered the 
ald system was in use since the 
house was duft, some twenty-five years 

the pipes were worn 
‘ it is necessary to 
have ge | narrow transoms over the 
bedroom doors off the wards and all the heat 
that entered wastkrough those transoms. 
In zero weather this was not enough to keep 
the inmates comfortable, and the difference 
had to be made up with biankets. The new 
system promises to heat the whole house 
properly, though I confess I don’t see how it 
can be done. But come in a ward and 
see the arrangement.’’ The doctor led 
the way into a hallway, thence through 
several rooms toa wide hall, where a num- 
ber of men were walking up or down or sit- 
ting on benches. Bedrooms opened off each 
side of this hall, and over each door wasa 
transom about 8 feet long and 8 inches wide. 
In the farther wall from tne door a ventilat- 
ing flue opens about two feet from the 
floor. Under the new system the 
hot air is forced into the hall through 
registers in the floor and forced through 
. transoms, thence through the ventilat- 
ng lues. 

After looking over these indications of 
future heat and silently hearing the explana- 
tion from one of the men in the ward that he 
was not insane and should not be deprived 
of his liberty, the Superintendent led 
the reporter away from the scene 
and descended with him into the 
lower regions where the work of ‘‘com- 
pleting the contract’’ was assiduously pro- 
ceeding. 

Here the reporter was introduced to Mr. 
Bosley, the master spirit of the busy scene, 
who showed bim the apparatus all in pos! - 
tion and ready for use ‘‘excepting a few fin- 
ishing touches. 

Or system is called the ‘Planum system’ 
and the one displaced, the indirect, ex- 
plained Mr. Bosiey. ‘‘The advantage of this 
system is that instead of using fans situated 
under the roof and shaking the whole struct- 
ure, or of a number of flue pipes concentrat- 
ing in one and working very unsatisfac- 
torily, this one takes pure air from 
beneath the steps in front and 
forces it through this air chamber, 
which I have built on pur e. It is then 
heated among these pipes and forced through 
these larger pipes into the various halis. 
There is such a pressure exerted on this air 
that it will be forced into every corner of the 
building unless purposely shut eff, e are 
all through except putting in an elbow on 
the west apparatus and 9 dot h 
of them. This galvanised iron housing will 
be rapidly put up as it is bolted, not rivited, 
and then a collar is yet to be put up. he 
west wing will be heated this evening at 6 
o’clock and thereafter. This other is not 
needed so bad and will be ready for use to- 
morrow.’’ 

‘*When will all the work be complete in- 
cluding the repair of the floors and clearing 
away the litter of construction?“ 

Mr. Bosley did not reply at ance, but in- 
timated that all would be done by Nov. 1. 

Having thoroughly inspected the appara- 
tus and peceived a full explanation of the 
various technicalities of the machinist’s art, 
the reporter asked the contractor why the 
contract had not been completed in the 
stipulated time. 

ere were several reasons, one of which 
was the bollermakers’ strike,’’ was the ro- 

* Then in laying 42,000 small pipes and 
20 iron elbows we found several leakages, .
